$414,000,1)00 in 1946. 


Miles McPeek, agricultural stat-

1946 but that value declined only 2 
per cent because of higher prices.

As responsible heads of nations, 


these governments ought to admit 
the generally overlooked fact that 
the Palestine Arabs have been gi- 
ven independence, just as the Jews 
have been given a government. 


Although the surface causes of 


post-partition strife arc plitical, the 
underlying reasons are clearly re- 
ligious. So- it becomes the duty 
of the Moslem political and rell- 
tUo.is leaders to order an end to 
it. If they do not choose to accept 
this duty, there is little that Can 
be done. 


The British have disowned any 
responsibility to keep order, and 
the UN has made no provision to 
enforce its decision. Thus it falls 
to the Arab world to prove that 
. really champions peace, and that 
t has some regard for the major- 
ity of world opinion. 


But any hope of such action is 
lot strong enough to free the UN 
from its equally important duty of 
providing a means of carrying, out 
its will. Otherwise, the optimism 
an increased UN prestige, arising 
from the Soviet-American agree- 
ment on Palestine, will be greatly 
diluted.

U may be hoped that the Arab 
governments will cool .down and 
admit the tragic foolishness of lhair 
position. They cannot expect sup- 
port from the great powers. Blood- 
shed will not make the UN As- 
sembly change its decision. 


As responsible heads of nations, 


these governments ought to admit 
the generally overlooked fact that 
the Palestine Arabs have been gi- 
ven independence, just as the Jews 
have been given a government. 


Although the surface causes of 


post-partition strife arc plitical, the 
underlying reasons are clearly re- 
ligious. So- it becomes the duty 
of the Moslem political and rell- 
tUo.is leaders to order an end to 
it. If they do not choose to accept 
this duty, there is little that Can 
be done. 


The British have disowned any 
responsibility to keep order, and 
the UN has made no provision to 
enforce its decision. Thus it falls 
to the Arab world to prove that 
. really champions peace, and that 
t has some regard for the major- 
ity of world opinion. 


But any hope of such action is 
lot strong enough to free the UN 
from its equally important duty of 
providing a means of carrying, out 
its will. Otherwise, the optimism 
an increased UN prestige, arising 
from the Soviet-American agree- 
ment on Palestine, will be greatly 
diluted.

Blood- 
shed will not make the UN As- 
sembly change its decision. 


As responsible heads of nations, 


these governments ought to admit 
the generally overlooked fact that 
the Palestine Arabs have been gi- 
ven independence, just as the Jews 
have been given a government. 


Although the surface causes of 


post-partition strife arc plitical, the 
underlying reasons are clearly re- 
ligious. So- it becomes the duty 
of the Moslem political and rell- 
tUo.is leaders to order an end to 
it. If they do not choose to accept 
this duty, there is little that Can 
be done. 


The British have disowned any 
responsibility to keep order, and 
the UN has made no provision to 
enforce its decision. Thus it falls 
to the Arab world to prove that 
. really champions peace, and that 
t has some regard for the major- 
ity of world opinion. 


But any hope of such action is 
lot strong enough to free the UN 
from its equally important duty of 
providing a means of carrying, out 
its will. Otherwise, the optimism 
an increased UN prestige, arising 
from the Soviet-American agree- 
ment on Palestine, will be greatly 
diluted.

Blood- 
shed will not make the UN As- 
sembly change its decision. 


As responsible heads of nations, 


these governments ought to admit 
the generally overlooked fact that 
the Palestine Arabs have been gi- 
ven independence, just as the Jews 
have been given a government. 


Although the surface causes of 


post-partition strife arc plitical, the 
underlying reasons are clearly re- 
ligious. So- it becomes the duty 
of the Moslem political and rell- 
tUo.is leaders to order an end to 
it. If they do not choose to accept 
this duty, there is little that Can 
be done. 


The British have disowned any 
responsibility to keep order, and 
the UN has made no provision to 
enforce its decision. Thus it falls 
to the Arab world to prove that 
. really champions peace, and that 
t has some regard for the major- 
ity of world opinion. 


But any hope of such action is 
lot strong enough to free the UN 
from its equally important duty of 
providing a means of carrying, out 
its will. Otherwise, the optimism 
an increased UN prestige, arising 
from the Soviet-American agree- 
ment on Palestine, will be greatly 
diluted.

U may be hoped that the Arab 
governments will cool .down and 
admit the tragic foolishness of lhair 
position. They cannot expect sup- 
port from the great powers. Blood- 
shed will not make the UN As- 
sembly change its decision. 


As responsible heads of nations, 


these governments ought to admit 
the generally overlooked fact that 
the Palestine Arabs have been gi- 
ven independence, just as the Jews 
have been given a government. 


Although the surface causes of 


post-partition strife arc plitical, the 
underlying reasons are clearly re- 
ligious. So- it becomes the duty 
of the Moslem political and rell- 
tUo.is leaders to order an end to 
it. If they do not choose to accept 
this duty, there is little that Can 
be done. 


The British have disowned any 
responsibility to keep order, and 
the UN has made no provision to 
enforce its decision. Thus it falls 
to the Arab world to prove that 
. really champions peace, and that 
t has some regard for the major- 
ity of world opinion. 


But any hope of such action is 
lot strong enough to free the UN 
from its equally important duty of 
providing a means of carrying, out 
its will. Otherwise, the optimism 
an increased UN prestige, arising 
from the Soviet-American agree- 
ment on Palestine, will be greatly 
diluted.

As responsible heads of nations, 


these governments ought to admit 
the generally overlooked fact that 
the Palestine Arabs have been gi- 
ven independence, just as the Jews 
have been given a government. 


Although the surface causes of 


post-partition strife arc plitical, the 
underlying reasons are clearly re- 
ligious. So- it becomes the duty 
of the Moslem political and rell- 
tUo.is leaders to order an end to 
it. If they do not choose to accept 
this duty, there is little that Can 
be done. 


The British have disowned any 
responsibility to keep order, and 
the UN has made no provision to 
enforce its decision. Thus it falls 
to the Arab world to prove that 
. really champions peace, and that 
t has some regard for the major- 
ity of world opinion. 


But any hope of such action is 
lot strong enough to free the UN 
from its equally important duty of 
providing a means of carrying, out 
its will. Otherwise, the optimism 
an increased UN prestige, arising 
from the Soviet-American agree- 
ment on Palestine, will be greatly 
diluted.
